The men and women of the United States Border Patrol are unsung American
heroes because everyday they put their lives on the line to protect us and to protect our country.
When Agent Arzarte crossed the line and joined forces with the drug dealers, he betrayed us all.
What he did is beyond reprehensible and today pays the price for his treachery.”
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
